Save the Forests 


The annual report of the commission- 


er of the general land office contains 
the 
following vigorous recommenda- 


tions concerning the preservation of 
forests in the interest of future irriga- 
tion : 


Irrigated aarinulture, as representing 


the leading industry in the future of a 
vast portion of the country, and in 
particular of the arid region, is rapidly 
forcing to the front the question of ir- 
rigation as one of the great national 
issues of the day, since without water 
there can be no agriculture, andjin like 
manner the need for irrigation 
is 


equally forcing to the' front the ques- 
tion of forest preservation, since with- 
out forests there can be no water. 
Forests are an essential factor in any 
scheme of irrigation of sufficient mag- 
nitude to contemplate the reclamation 
of our six or more millions of acres of 
irrigable lands which are now arid. 


Unchecked 
conflagrations and 
the 


inroads of lnmb*>rlng companies ar» 
rapidly sweeping bare these unreserved 
lands, while with full knowledge of 
the fact this office stands powerless to 
check th«5 evil, and clearly until the 
policy of withdiawing lands and plac- 
ing them 
under ft forest force 
is 


adopted, such must continue to be the 
case. Conflagrations which would be 
prevented or checked in their incipi- 
ency by forest guards are now in the 
main given full srteep, while corpora- 
tions and others have practically little 
or no limit placed upon their spolia- 
tion of public timber land:?. 


The proved efficiency of a forest sye- 


tem, in protecting and administering 
the reserves that have been set apart 
leaves no room to doubt the advisabil- 
ity of maintaining it. 
The future of 


these vast areas depend upon our sav- 
ine the remainder of our public forests 
and every acre of what may be riahtly 
termed "forested land" should be saved 
and applied to forest purposes. To 
work upon narrower lines would be to 
reduce a so-called national system of 
serving, to a large extent, merely local 
purposes at various points where bodie 
of land may be set apart as reserva- 
sions. 


Under existing lorest legislation the 


condition 
of 
affairs at this 
time 


presents the anomalv of the govern- 
ment setting apart certain 
isolated 


tracts of land and bestowing upon them 
national protection, while abandoning 
the great sweep of its confines to these 


00,000,000 acres which form In fact bat 
a small part of the vasl regions de- 
pendent largely upon such natural res* 
ervoira. The lands already seUled^ttpon 
in Southern California, for Instance, 
need such provisional care on the part 
of the Kovernment to facilitate the de* 
velopment as truly as do the arid pub- 
lic lands of Arizona to make possible 
their settlement. 


While the work of this office is con- 


fined to the care and disposal of public 
lands the fact must not be lost sinht 
of that a proper care of the forest and 
portions of such lands should so ex- 
pand the work at that point as to ex- 
tend its benefits far beyond the limits 
of the public domain, tt should, ac- 
cordingly, in connection with forested 
lands be placed in a position to work 
upon a policy as broad and far-reach- 
ing in extending such a system as will 
protect all our forested lands. In the 
face of the known facts respecting the 
waste from fire and pillage and other 
sources that is rapidly 
reducing our 


forested area, there should be no delay 
in authority for the withdrawal of 
such timbered regions as the secretary 
should deem proper.

reason of some disqualification, are re- 
jected by the lines running to United 
States ports, are turned over to the 
linos running to Canada, and with a 
fmv exceptions they are accepted with- 
out question. Thousands every year 
thus find their way into Canada and 
hence to the United States.
